Travelers are on the wing. Every day you are seeing representatives from publishing 
houses and placing orders on books beyond the period already covered by the reports. 
We have reported 170 titles for January and February publication; the current issue 
gives you 90 additional reports. The February lst and 15th issues are the heaviest 
of the winter season. BUT some of you will not see the travelers again on March and 
April books and are forced to place your orders now or lose (in some instances) the 
benefit of travelers! discounts. We are doing all that is humanly possitle to keep 
abreast of the flood. The publishers are sending us material almost as fast as they 
receive galleys from the presses. Missing material indicates that nothing is avail-— 
able as yet. My suggestion is this. Place protective orders. Keep a record of the 
titles ordered on which reports have not been made. Clip these notes to your index 
Sheets. Then, when the reports come through, adjust your orders accordingly. And 
remember this, for efficient use of the service, it is essential that you keep your 
key index sheets up to date, by transferring the bi-monthly indexes to the key sheets. 















For those of you who are buying very carefully, a close follow-up on starred titles 
will, in most instances, give you a safe basis of selection. Note again that the 
section on Mysteries, Westerns and Thrillers is a list of recommendations. Titles 
not appearing on the list are deliberately omitted because they are inferior in 
quality. Juveniles for Spring will be reported in the February 15th March lst issues.

A fine press and word of 
mouth endorsement kept volumes one and two on the best seller lists right up to and 
through the holiday season....Volume three takes up the thread immediately following 
the death of "Stonewall" Jackson, and carries through the tragic winter of 1865. 
Volume four ends with the death of Lee, and includes a comprehensive bibliography 
and the index for these two volumes. Each volume carries its own appendix, and — 

as with the earlier volumes — both are carefully documented throughout. A scholarly 
work, profoundly moving, and at the same time essentially human, Lee emerges, not 
as a paragon, though it is in no sense a "debunking" biography, but a flesh and 
blood man, with certain weaknesses, not so much of character as of judgment. Fully 
illustrated, with contemporary photographs and numerous maps and charts. $3.75 each.
